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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance 
because: Applicant alleges none of tlhe references teaches determining whether 
accessing of said message constitutes a triggering event and creating siad status 
notification when said accessing of said message constitutes said triggering event". 
Examiner respectfully disagrees Buckley discloses Buckley discloses determining 
whether messages are available that should be delivered. And After delivering of the 
message to the appropriate recipient, decision is made whether delivery status 
notifications should be sent. If so then delivery status notifications are generated and 
sent. The type of delivery status notifications that are sent and the events which will 
trigger a delivery status notification will be dependent upon the options. For example, 
two common delivery status notifications are notification if the message has been 
delivered and notification if the message is not delivered. Thus, one skilled in the art 
would have readily recognized the options or the events that trigger delivery status 
message would obviously include when message is accessed. 

In response to applicant's argument that Sansane is nonanalogous art, it has 
been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, 
if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant 
was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed 
invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this 
case, Sansane as well as the other references relied by the examiner are reasonably 
concerned with which the instant application is concerned (i.e., delivering a message 
regarding the delivery status notification). 
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
